Ratify New Naval Treaty 
After 
dissenting 


brief debate and without a 
vote, the Senate on May 18 
ratified the 1936 London naval treaty 
binding this country, Great Britain and 
France to build only in specified types and 
to give udvance information as to their 
building programs. 

The treaty was favorably reported by 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, 


May 15, after the American delegates, 
Ambassador-at-large Norman H. Davis 
amd Adm. William H. Stand'ey, testified 


that the Navy Department and the Gen- 
eral Board had agreed to every provision 
in the agreement. They urged adoption 
of the pact to “preserve the foundation of 
general naval limitation and to prevent 
a naval building race.” 

During the hearings, Admiral Standley 
testified that the Navy had changed its 
views since 1930 as to cruiser tonnage and 
gun-power, and that it was now believed 
that for certain needs the six inch gun 
cruiser was to be preferred over the eight 
inch gun type. Defending the agreement 
for a six vear building holiday in eight 
inch gun cruisers and 10,000 ton six inch 
gun cruisers, the Acting Secretary of the 
Navy revealed that prior to the conference 
the General Board and the Navy Depart- 
ment had decided that it did not desire to 
build any more eight inch gun cruisers 
until 1942. It was emphasized, however, 
that it was made plain to the other par- 
ticipants in the conference that our ad- 
herence to the holiday provision did not 
impliedly bind us to reduction or aban-

Air Corps Personnel Bill 


As a result of the organizational 
changes in the General Headquarters Air 
Force, a restudy of the Air Corps field 
officer requirements has been started to 
determine exactly how many oflicers will 
be advanced under the pending legisla- 
tion providing a new system of temporary 
advanced rank for that arm. 

The bill, authorizing the assignment of 
1,350 Reserve officers to five year tours 
of active duty, redefining the term “flying 
officer” and changing the basis of tem 
porary advanced rank from duty assign 
ment to seniority, is now on the Senate 
calendar. With several amendments, the 
measure was favorably reported by the 
Senate Military Committee, May 15, and 
passage of the bill during the few remain 
ing days of the session is predicted. 

When the proposed legislation was sub 
mitted to Congress in March, the War 
Department estimated that the Air Corps 
requires 29 colonels, 8O lieutenant colonels 
and 336 majors for its needs. The re 
organization announced last week where- 
by Air Corps stations are exempted from 
Corps Area control and placed under the 
GHQ Air Force Commander undoubtedly 
will bring about some changes in field 
officer requirements. For one thing, 
abolition of station complements as 
separate units apart from the GHQ Air 
Force organization may mean that fewer 
majors will be necessary, and on the 
other hand some of the posts now com- 
manded by lieutenant colonels may be 
made colonel commands with the con-

Approve Selections by 
Board Under New Law 


President Roosevelt this week approved 
the report of the special selection board 
appointed at the mandate of Congress to 
partially alleviate the drastic operation 
of the selection system in the Marine 
Corps. 

With the selection of four lieutenant 
colonels and nine majors from among 
officers who held commissions in those 
ranks on May 28, 1934, the date selection 
became effective, the Marine Corps’ pro- 
motion troubles promised to subside 
somewhat. However, with the Navy Gen- 
eral Board nearing a report on its in- 
vestigation of the selection problem and 
active consideration of the situation 
scheduled for the next Congress further 
changes in the personnel laws of both the 
Navy and Marine Corps appear inevitable, 

Prediction was heard at the Navy De- 
partment this week, that with the “com- 
ing of hot weather” the General Board 
would finish up its promotion study, Com- 
pletion of the task has been slowed up 
somewhat by the reference to the Board 
of «a number of important problems in 
volving design of new ships. Earlier, the 
selection investigation had been the No, 
1 study before the group and for a con- 
siderable time received its undivided at- 
tention. By now, however, it is belleved 
that despite the Intervention of other 
matters, the personnel report is about 
completed, To date, there has been no 
intimation as to what the Board will 
recommend other than that it involves a 
change in the selection in the junior ranks 


whereby enforced elimination will be 
greatly lessened. 
The Marine Corps selection board, 


headed by Col. James J. Meade, USMC, 
placed seven lieutenant colonels and 12 
majors on the retention list in addition to 
selecting four Heutenant colonels and 18 
majors for advancement. Those placed 
on the retention list will have completed 
28 and 21 yeurs’ service respectively on 
June 30, but because of the limitation on 
the number of officers who cun be retired 
in any year, will be held on the active list 
until June 30, 1987. Six lieutenant col 
onels who have completed 28 years’ ser- 
vice and 11 majors who have completed 
21 yeurs’ service will be involuntarily re 
tired June 30, 1936.

It was also the first time the Cavalry 
had held such maneuvers for nine years, 
and the first time the First Cavalry 
Division as it is now organized has con- 
ducted such maneuvers. The last such 
maneuvers were held in 127, and it 
was in 1929 that the 12th Cavalry re- 
placed the 10th Cavalry as part of the 
First Division.

The fact that 
both the Mississippi and New Mexico 
should develop engine trouble at the 
seme time is somewhat of a coincidence, 
Hlowever, this may be explained by the 
fact that both vessels were re-engined at 
the same time and were subjected to the 
same strenuous test. 

It is not uncommon for destroyers and 
smaller craft to have to return to port 
because of engine trouble or other falla 
cies during strenuous maneuvers, but it 
is rather unusual for battleships to be 
detached from the fleet during a fleet 
problem, and the detachment of the two

Army Bill Signed 


President Roosevelt’ signed the 1037 
War Department Appropriation Bill, 
May 16. The bill provides for increasing 
the Army to 165,000 enlisted men through 


monthly allotments throughout 
the year. 
Medical and Dental Increase 

Along with the increase to 165,000 en 
listed men will go an increase of 50 medi 
eal officers and 25 dental officers. 

It is easily understood why the increase 
of 47,000 enlisted men would necessitate 
an increase in the number of medical and 
dental officers matter of fact an 
increase much greater than that granted 
is needed. The increase will be the first 
in the Army Medical Corps since 1920. 

As soon as the bill is signed the Army 
Medical Department will make arrange 
ments to give a written examination for

candidates for the Army Medical and 
Dental Corps. The candidates are ex- 
pected to be comprised largely of 
graduates of the medical and dental 


ROTC units. Those passing the written 
examination will then be stationed at 
various throughout the country 
until they can be sent to the Army Medi- 
eal School in Washington. Following 
their course at the Army Medical School 
they will be sent to the Medical Field 
Service School at Carlisle Barracks, Pa. 
From there they will be sent out into the 
field. 

Since the last increase in the Medical 
Corps of the Army there has been a great 
deal of progress in the field of medicine 
and dental science. There has been great 
progress made with the X-ray, the chemi 
eal aspects of medicine and military 
affairs. The Army service schools, the 
Panama Canal and the Air Corps have 
been developed largely since 1920. All 
these things combine to necessitate an 
increase in the staff as they enlarge the 
scope of the Army and consequently the 
Army Medical Corps.

Reestablishment of ROTC units in 
(lass A schools and colleges which was 
discontinued in the Army Appropriation 
bills of 1982 to "35, inclusive, is provided 
for in the 1987 Army Appropriation bill, 
and the Medical Department is expected 
to begin work as soon as the bill is signed 
by the President in an effort to build the 
number of schools and colleges up to 
the previous level of 25 and have the 
units operating by the beginning of the 
next school year in September. 

The ROTC units in the Medical Corps 
were established in 1920 and since that 
time 5O per cent of the Medical Officers 
of the Army have come from this source, 
making it the Medical Corps’ chief source 
of supply. Thus, when the units were 
abolished by Congress, not only the chiel 
source of supply for medical officers was 
done away with, but those particular 
contracts between the Army and centers 


of education were also cut off. This 
Army and civilian contact made for a 
clearer understanding of military medi 


cine and the problems confronting the 
medical profession in time of a national 
cmergency, 

There is a general feeling in the Army 


that a number of schools and colleges 
Which had ROTC units before are in 
favor of their reestablishment. These 


schools along with a number of new ones 
will give the Medical Corps an excellent 


list from which to choose 28 schools and 
colleges. 

Expenditure of approximately $8,000,

According to the April 20, 1986 Army 
List and Directory, published this week, 
the Air Corps has the following number 
of field officers of permanent rank: 18 
colonels, 54 Heutenant colonels, and 97 
majors, Seven of the colonels and one 
lieutenant colonel hold) temporary ad- 
vanced rank as general officers. Under 
the present temporary advanced rank 
law, permitting advancement of one or 
two grades in accordance with duty as- 
signment, nine lieutenant colonels hold 
temporary rank as colonel; 22 majors and 
four captains hold temporary rank as 
lieutenant colonel; 171 captains and five 
first lieutenants hold temporary rank as 
major; 149 first Hieutenants hold) tem 
porary rank as captain; and 54 second 
lieutenants hold temporary rank as first 
lieutenant, 

The pending bill provides advanced 
temporary rank in the general and field 
officer grades only. In the field grades, 
temporary advanced rank is given in 
order of seniority in the grade below, 


the number of promotions being left to 
decision of the Secretary of War as to 
requirements of the Air Corps. Based on 
Army 


the new List and Directory and 
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the requirement of 29 colonels, the 19 
senior permanent lieutenant colonels, 
down through Lt. Col. Frank D. Lack- 
land, would receive the advanced tempo- 
rary rank, The restudy now underway, 
it is said, may conclude that three addi- 
tional colonels are necessary. Similarly, 
based on the Directory and a required 
80 lieutenant colonels, the 45° senior 
permanent majors, down through Maj. 
Floyd EK. Galloway, would become tem- 
porary lieutenant colonels, And on a re- 
quired strength of 336 majors, the 254 
senior permanent captains down through 
Capt. Donald LD. FitzGerald, would be 
promoted. 

Other sections of the bill are equally 
important. Authority for maintaining 
1,350 Reserve oflicers on five year tours 
of active duty is sorely needed in order 
that pilots may be obtained to man the 
increasing Air Corps, and ‘that the high- 
est type personnel may be secured. Sec- 
tion 3 of the bill provides that officers 
who have been qualified pilots but who 
are no longer physically qualified for 
actual piloting of planes shall be con- 
sidered to be “flying officers” and as 
such entitled to flight pay, to be assigned 
to command duties and eligible to com- 
mand the GHQ Air Force and to be 
wing commanders of that arm. 

The amendments made by the Senate 
committee were made in accordance 
with a request from the War Depart- 
ment submitted subsequent to the trans- 
mittal of the legislation last March. In 
a letter to the committee, dated April 
27, the War Department stated: 

Since the draft of this legislation was pre 
pared and submitted to the Congress, 
further study, reflection, and comment from 
officers in the field have convinced the War 
Department that some changes should be 
made in the wording of sections 4 and 5. 

It is quite possible that, after a tempo 
rary appointment of an officer had been 
made, it would be found that conditions of 
his health, eyesight, or perhaps unsuitability 
for the particular command or office might 
subsequently develop which would render 
it desirable to terminate the temporary ap 
pointment, 

The primary purpose of section 5 is to 
enable the War Department to have young 
and active general officers, possessing their 
full flying faculties, in command of certain 
designated large units of the General Head 
quarters Air Force, In the case of such 
temporary general officers, appointed for the 
particular purpose of commanding these 
large units, the necessity for their increased 
rank continues only so long as they are in 
actual command of such units. Many condi 
tions of service might demand a change in 
commanders. It should, therefore, clearly be 
within the authority of the Secretary of 
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War to effect such changes, and at the same 
time to vacate the temporary appointments 
involved. 

The authority of the Secretary of War to 


vacate a temporary appointment made by 
the President for an indefinite period, by 
and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, is considered doubtful under the 
present provisions of the bill. For these 
reasons, it is thought that these appoint- 
ments should follow from an executive act 


only, under the general authority conferred 
by the law. Such appointments could then 
unquestionably be vacatéd by executive ac- 
tion. 

The text of the revised bill, (HR 
11920) omitting the part in brackets and 
inserting the part printed in italics, fol- 
lows:

donment of that category. 

Ambassador Davis told the committee 
that while so far the United States, Great 
Britain and France were the only signa- 
tories of the treaty he expected Italy to 
accept it when her “political relations are 
settled” and that he could not see where 
there would be any advantage to Japan 
in not adhering to the treaty. 

Japanese Participation 

“I think there is a chance that Japan 
will sign the treaty,” he said. “But if she 
does not, I somehow cannot believe that 
Japan will refuse to adhere to the pro- 
visions of the treaty. 

“T cannot imagine any power except 
one which wants to be free to start ua 
naval race, that would not feel it advan- 
tageous to come into this treaty,” Mr. 
Davis said later, “and if it does not, that 
arouses suspicion in itself; and, of course, 
then all the powers that are in the treaty 
are eager to find out what the other one 
is doing. I think that probably one in- 
ducement to Japan to come in ought to be 
that she has not surrendered, by coming 
into this treaty, her contention for a right 
to build a navy as large as our Navy, or 
the British Navy; and she has a perfect 


right to do so without violating any 
treaty, provided our construction lags 


while hers increases. The reduction of 
the caliber of guns on battleships is a 
further inducement, because Japan has 
always advocated this. Unless Japan 
does agree, we revert automatically to the 
16-in gun.” 

Even as the Senate was discussing the 
new treaty came word from London that 
the British Government plans to retain 
40,000 tons of destroyers in excess of the 
1930 London treaty limits and that Japan 
and the United States had been informed 
of the move. In a memorandum sub- 
mitted to the two other signatories of the 
treaty, Great Britain said that submarine 
construction by other naval powers not a 
party to the 1930 treaty forced her to act 
and that she preferred to settle the matter 
by negotiation rather than by invoking 
the so-called escalator clause of the 
treaty. 

There was considerable discussion dur- 
ing the hearings over the heavy cruiser 
holiday. Senator Hiram Johnson, Rep. of 
Calif., questioned Mr. Davis and Admiral 
Standley at length regarding the point 
and the need for 8-inch gun cruisers as 
against 6-inch gun cruisers. Both of the 
delegates backed up the building holiday 
as not being harmful to American in- 
terests. 

“Was there a difference of opinion 
between the British and American repre- 
sentatives over the ciyiiser question,” 
asked Senator Johnson? 

“Yes, there was,” admitted Mr. Davis, 
“but I must say this, that there has been 
of view, 


a very fortunate reconcilement 
much more than there ever had been 
before. At one time, the British were 


trying to persuade us to have a Navy 
that suited their needs, and we were in- 
sisting, that they should have a navy 
that would suit our needs; but now there 
is more of a feeling that they want us to 
have the kind of navy that we really think 
meets our needs. There is not the antago- 
nism that there was at one time. That 
thing has been threshed out, and I do 
not believe we will ever have any serious 
discussion over it again.” 

yeneral Board Advises 


( 
Admiral Standley testified that while 
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there was some discussion of the cruiser 
problem at the conference, most of it was 
concluded in preliminary conversations 
prior to the London meeting. Prior to 
the conference, he said, it had decided 
by the Navy Department and the General 
Board that “our present naval needs” did 
not require us to build any more 8-inch 
gun cruisers except as replacements. 
Pointing to the fact that the holiday ex- 
tends only until 1942, Admiral Standley 
said, “We had construction that we knew 
we were going to have to undertake be- 
tween now and 1942. We had the battle- 
ships that we knew should be replaced. 
We had obsolete destroyers and = sub- 
marines that we had planned to replace. 
Therefore, we could well afford to accept 
the holiday until 1942, as we did not in- 
tend to build any 8-inch-gun cruisers. 
That is, briefly, the reason: we had all 
we wanted during this time.” 
8-inch vs. 6-inch Cruisers 

Later, Senator Johnson returned to the 
cruiser question. 

Senator Johnson. “What type of cruiser is 
most suited to our needs?” 

Admiral Standley. “Senator, in 1930 we 
felt that the large-size cruiser with the 8-inch 
guns was the most all-around cruiser for our 


needs. At the time we were discussing that, 
Senator, we only had two of those types 
built,” 


Senator Johnson. “I realize that.” 

Admiral Standley. “And since that time I 
have commanded them. I was the cruiser 
commander of that type of ship and, Senator, 
our ideas have changed a little bit as the 
result of tactical experience. The 8-inch-gun 
cruiser is the best for certain kinds of duty, 
commerce protection and for outside scouting. 
We still have those needs, but we find that 
the 8-inch cruiser cannot perform all the 
functions that the 6-inch cruiser can, which 
was the idea we had then.” 

Senator Johnson. “Do IT understand you 
have changed your view as to that type of 
cruiser which is most suited to our needs?” 

Amiral Standley. “As to certain phases of 
it. In 1930, I stated that if I had unlimited 
funds and unlimited tonnage, I would build 
them all of 8-inch. T would not do that today, 
sir.” 

Senator Johnson. “But if you were going 
to select a particular type of one sort, best 
suited to our needs, what would you select?” 

Admiral Standley. “Well, I don’t think 
that there is one type that is suited to all 
our needs. I do not think we could do that. 
That is what we tried to do before, and 
thought that an 8-inch would be the most 
suitable. Well now, I know that the 8-inceh 
cruiser cannot do the tactical work that we 
require of the smaller 6-inch cruisers. IT 
know that, now. We did not know it then.” 

Senator Johnson. “What best type cruiser 
is best suited to the British needs?” 

Admiral Standley. “They have contended 
that the 6-inch cruiser was the best suited 
to their needs. However, when the rest of 
us built 8-inch eruisers, the British built 8 
Inch cruisers.” 

Senator Johnson. “Was there any specific 
reason that was given, why the British de 
sired the 6-inch cruisers?” 

Admiral Standley. “They considered the 
6-inch would accomplish everything that they 
wanted to accomplish, and it was best suited 
to their needs.” 

Senator Johnson. “Yes; and their 
were by virtue of their naval bases?” 

Admiral Standley. “Exactly.” 

Senator Johnson. “By virtue of the far 
flung empire, and the like?” 

Admiral Standley. “The far-flung empire; 
and it was a question of expense, Senator. 
If they built all 8-inch cruisers, and required 
a large number, the expense would be 
enormous. They wanted these smaller cruis 
ers for work in their colonies and outlying 
possessions, and that is why they are going 
to expand their cruiser tonnage now; but, 
if other nations have 8-inch cruisers, they 
must build them, too.” 

Senator Johnson. “And as I recall the old 
discussion, the cruising radius of the 6-inch 
cruiser was ample for them, but because of 
our lack of naval bases and the like, the 
8-inch was considered, at one time at least, 
as the one best suited to our needs.” 


needs 


Admiral Standley. “That was our inten- 
tion at that time.” 
Senator Johnson. “All right. Now, I 


recognize the fact that the treaty runs through 
1941, and that after that time we may build 
as we see fit, in the matter of cruisers. With- 
in the period, however, granting all of the 
reasons that you could suggest for it, we 





have abandoned the construction of 8-inch 
cruisers, have we not?” 
Admiral Standley. “You may say ‘aban- 





doned,’ but we have not abandoned it at all 
We have still got three cruisers on the way 
and they will not be completed until 1938,” 

Senator Johnson. “I know that, but hay 
we not agreed to build no more?” 

Admiral Standley. “Until 1943.” 

Senator Johnson. “Until 1943. That 4 
what I am getting at.

Admiral Standley. “Yes; and we did it 
the advice of our general board here in Wash.

Admiral Standley. “No; because we hy 
the number allowed us under the treaty 
already under way, building, and we did nt 
want to build any more of these during the 
next 6 years.” 

Senator Johnson. “Well, which is the reg. 
son, the reason that they did not do the job 


or the reason that we had all that we 
wanted?” 
Admiral Standley. “The reason that we 


agreed we would not build any for this period 
was because we had all we wanted at that 
time.” 

Senator Johnson. “Yes. Well, that is the 
point of it. Iam not objecting to the change, 
so far as that is concerned, if you gentlemen 
who are experts determine that it ought to 
be made; but I want to get the facts about 
that clear.” 

Chairman Pittman. “Just one question, If 
other governments commence to build a great 
number of 8-inch cruisers, would you be in 
favor of building some more?” 

Admiral Standley. “If any government up 
sets the balance set up by the Washington 
and London Treaties, we are at perfect lib 
erty to build 8-inch cruisers.” 

The Chairman. “That is not the question” 

Admiral Standley. “And if that did hap 
pen, we would build more, and would wast 
to build more, but under the present stand- 
ards and set-up we have no need for more.” 

The Chairman. “Under the present stand 
ards and set-ups of other countries?” 

Admiral Standley. ‘We have all we need” 

The Chairman. “But if some other country, 
Japan, for instance, or Italy, would build 
more than eighteen 8-inch cruisers, you would 


feel that we should build more 8-ineh 
cruisers?” 
Admiral Standley. “And we provided for 


that in our safeguarding clause. 

The Chairman. “I am not asking about 
the safe-guarding clause I am asking you 
your opinion as an expert. Would you be 
in favor of building more 8-inch cruisers?” 

Admiral Standley. “Yes; we would.” 

Senator Bulkley. “What sort of service do 
you get from the 6-inch cruisers that the > 
inch cannot do?” 

Admiral Standley. “The  6-inch 
cannot go out on the trade routes and protect 
your commerce, when you have got 8-inch 
cruisers out attacking it.” 

Senator Bulkley. “But, specifically, what 
can a 6-inch do that an 8-inch cannot do?” 

Admiral Standley. “You use the 6-inch for 
work with the battle fleet and tactical work 
for which your 8-inch cruiser is not suitable 
at all. There is a certain number of both 
types that we need. At one time, we thought 
that the 8-inch could do both services, and 
as a result of experience, after we had bailt 
these 8-inch—that was expressed before. 

Senator Bachman. “You talked a little 
while ago about new types that this would 
avoid.

WITH LEADERS STRIVING for adjournment of Congress by June 6, we 
earnestly urge that important service measures now pending be pushed to enact- 
ment so as not te be caught in the last minute jam. The Army appropriation 
bill is law and the Navy appropriation bill is in conference with early action fore- 
cast, yet there are legislative measures of pressing importance in which the leaders 
should interest themselves with a view to immediate passage. For the Army there 
is the bill permitting the President to set the number of enlisted men in the various 
grades and ratings, the housing bill, the Air Corps personnel bill, and the bill 
giving the Secretary the right to regulate the sale of liquor on Army posts, while 
for the Navy there is the bili authorizing construction of auxiliary vessels, the 
shore construction program, and the bill to establish an air base at Alameda, 
California. The grades and ratings bill, passed by the Senate and reported out 
by the House Military committee, is now on the House calendar awaiting final 
action. It is vitally important ‘to the military service that this authority to regulate 
the numbers in the various grades and ratings be granted. Motorization and 
mechanization, the radio and other technical developments have so altered require- 
ments that a redistribution is sadly needed. Also, while it would depend on 
appropriations, the bill will make it possible to increase the numbers in the upper 
grades and thus lead to an opening up of opportunity for advancement of non- 
commissioned officers and relieve the present stagnation in their promotion. The 
Army Housing bill, while reported out by the House committee has not been acted 
on by the Senate committee. The Navy bill has not been reported in either House. 
Considering the amount of employment and stimulation to industry afforded by 
this construction the members should get behind these bills. The Air Corps per- 
sonnell bill, giving authority for five year active duty details for 1,350 air reserve 
officers, revising the temporary advanced rank law, and redefining the term “flying 
officer”, needs action in the Senate. The Senate amendments probably will be agreed 
to by the House without difficulty. The Naval auxiliary construction program is 
vital to a well rounded sea service, as has frequently been emphasized by Admiral 
Standley. It has been reported out of the House Committee and Chairman Vinson 
is planning to seek a rule for its early consideration. In the Senate, hearings 
have been conducted but the bill not yet reported. The need for auxiliary con- 
struction is so pressing that this should demand the close attention of the com- 
mittee members. The air base at Alameda is planned to round out the Navy’s 
air base program on the Pacific, with North Island now completely under its 
jurisdiction and San Point under construction. The progress made in legislation 
so far has been commendable but adjournment without passage of these bills 
would mean that a good bit of the work will have to be done all over again next 
year and the defense mechanism that much handicapped. 


UNDER THE TERMS of the newly enacted amendments to the Marine Corps 
Personnel law, a Board has selected and reported field officers of the Corps for 
promotion to the next higher grade. Astounded at the severity of the operation 
of the selection system in the Corps, Congress wisely provided for tempering to 
some degree the injustices of the scheme. Some of the oflicers who suffered under 
the system are now vindicated. Yet there remains more to be accomplished before 
the promotion machinery of that corps is completely conducive to the high morale 
necessary for the service. What has been done, however, demonstrates what could 
be done in the naval service. It is generally acknowledged that it is wrong to the 
government as well as to the individual to retire efficient officers. Yet it is also 
acknowledged that many thoroughly efficient and valuable oflicers are forced from 
the service every year in order that a certain system of promotion may be main- 
tained. Members in both the House and the Senate are aware of the faults and 
the resulting unrest. The study undertaken by the General Board probably fore- 
stalled further investigation and action by this Congress. However, after Congress 
adjourns and the Board submits its report there are a number of Congressmen 
who will scrutinize its recommendations carefully to determine just how far it 
will go to give the service the kind of promotion it needs and wants. The depart- 
ment has let it become known that the Board already has determined that the 
drastic elimination in the junior grades must be tempered. How much further 
the board will go in its final report probably will determine the line of action in 
the next Congress.

Douhet in Abyssinia—The name 
of Douhet, the brilliant Italian expo- 
nent of the doctrine of “aggressive 
aerial warfare,” represents the greatest 
single influence that has oriented Italian 


(1) 


military, aviation and naval policies 
since the World War. The broad 
elements of Douhet’s doctrine may 


be summarized as follows: The war of 
the future will be an effort exploiting 
every economic, moral and military re- 
source of the nation. Faulty initial 
organization of the armed forces may 
bring on inevitable defeat, since last- 
minute improvisations are impossible in 
the swift-moving situations of the war of 
the future. Strategy and tactics depend 
largely on eflicacy of armament; the 
paralysis of the World War is explained 
by the superiority of modern automatic 
weapons; against the increasing power 
of the defensive, a quick decision is 
hardly to be expected; naval operations 
are already subject to similar limitations. 
The air-arm alone seems capable of 
enormous expansion and its tactical and 
strategical possibilities appear without 
limit. Douhet regards aviation as the 
most effective offensive weapon in exist- 
ence today, consequently, aviation should 
be organized on a par with the tradi- 
tional terrestrial and naval establish- 
ments, as a separate Air-Force. 

The inevitable conclusions of Douhet’s 
idea assign a purely defensive role to the 
Army and Navy, while a strategic deci- 
sion is sought through the intervention of 
the Air Force; this decision is sought by 
attack on vital strategic, economic and 
industrial areas rather than by operation 
against the hostile armies. 

Douhet’s ideas have aroused consider- 
able attention and are reflected in the 
actual air-organization of several im- 
portant countries. It is consequently in 
the nature of a paradox that in Italy’s 
first major military effort in Abyssinia, 
Douhet’s principles were apparently 
ignored. 

In Abyssinia, the Air Force functioned 
in close, direct co-operation with the 
Army rather than on independent mis- 
sions; the step-by-step conquest of Abys- 
sinia was accomplished by terrestrial 
forces while the Air arm merely furnished 
general support, in the classical tasks of 
reconnaissance or harassing missions. 
The character of “decisive intervention” 
contemplated by Douhet’s independent 
Air Force is lacking in these operations. 

Does that mean that Douhet’s theory is 
false or impracticable? The answer is: 
No! The Abyssinian theater of war can- 
not be regarded as a test of Douhet’s 
method—tropical colonial terrain, of 
vast extent, without “vital, sensitive 
strategic areas” in an economic or indus- 
trial sense; no coercion or disruption of 
the civil population was possible; Abys- 
sinian towns are not as vulnerable as 
European communities; there are no in- 
dustrial establishments of national im- 
portance.

(2) Russian Views on Infantry versus 
Aireraft—Ground troops are admittedly 
vulnerable to air attacks delivered by 
bombs and automatic arms. Modern 
planes can carry from 500 to 1000 Ibs. 
in bombs; light fragmentation bombs 
weighing appr. 30 lbs. are regarded as 
most effective. One plane with bombs 
spaced at intervals of 50 yds. can cover 
a narrow strip of 2000 yds. in length 
with effective bomb fragmentation; 3 
planes (flight) can cover a strip of 200 
yds. and the same depth, while a 
squadron (9 planes) can extend this 
strip to a depth of three miles; such a 
strip represents the average road space 
of a Brigade on the march—in other 
words a single squadron can severely 
punish a Brigade if the latter is caught 
on the road in column. 

Chemical warfare has furnished an ad- 
ditional weapon to harass ground troops: 
a plane can carry appr. 100 gallons of 
chemical agent and spray an area 150 
yds wide and 1000 yds in depth. 

The defense of ground troops against 
this combined modern menace consists 
in (a) anti-aircraft defense weapons, 
which may never become available in 
adequate numbers, and (b) passive de- 
fense measures, like  night-marches, 
camouflage and, particularly, the deploy- 
ment or extension of marching columns. 

The Russians believe that special train- 
ing in deployment or extension at the 
moment of direct menace represents the 
most effective anti-aircraft defense avail- 
able to troops. This deployment must be 
such that the bulk of the troops is out- 
side the probable zone of fragmentation 
of hostile bombs i. e., a deployment on a 
front of 500 to 700 yds; such an exten- 
sion, of course, requires time and early 
warning and calls for the organization 
of a local, circular net of observation 
posts of 2 men each, The deployment, by 
battalion, can be made in 2 to 4 minutes; 
this sneed, however, is obviously only 
feasible in a high state of training and a 
standard simple system of extension; in- 
particular, there must be no appreciable 
time interval between the danger signal 
and that ordering the deployment; this 
requires instant response to signals. Well 
trained units can run from 200 to 400 
yds in two minutes; the deployment is 
consequently able to reach a considerable 
width: dropping bombs under such condi- 
tions is useless. Closing up again also 
requires training and will consume more 
time, usually 8 to 10 minutes. The rate 
of march of an extended column, con- 
trary to current opinion, is not reduced 
appreciably ; on marches of 12 miles, the 
average distance per hour was 3 miles 
even though the troops were deployed 
several times; if circumstances compel 
the use of a single road then echelonment 
in depth is indicated and intervals vary 
from 1,000, yds. to 1 mile between bat- 
talions-and regiments.

Major General Commandant of Marine Corps—In view of the forthcoming retire- 
ment of Maj. Gen. Johy Henry Russell as major general commandant of the 
Marine Corps, who passes from the active list next November, considerable thought 
is being given to the selection of his successor. In the field and fleet there is 
comment favoring Brig. Gen. Hugh Matthews, the Quartermaster General of the 
Corps. Officers point out that General Matthews has an outstanding service record 
and that his judgment and views inspire the confidence of the corps. General 
Matthews holds the Spanish Campaign Medal, the Philippine Medal, the China 
Campaign Medal, the Cuban Campaign Medal, the Legion of Honor, the Croix de 
Guerre, the Navy Cross, the Army Distinguished Service Medal, Expeditionary 
Medal, and two citations. There is a possibility that announcement of a new 
commandant may be made well in advance of the date of the vacancy, possibly 
even before the return of Secretary Swanson who now appears to be on the road 
to recovery. 











Flow of Promotion in Army——Distribution this week of the new Army List and 
Directory, dated April 20, 1936, gives opportunity to compare the rate of promotion 
since the enactment of the present Army promotion law. The first directory pub- 
lishing the promotion list after the enactment of the present law was that of Octo- 
ber 20, 1935; the last one carrying the promotion list under the old law was April 
20, 1935. The flow of promotion, therefore, from the October, 1934, list to the April, 
1935, list may be compared with the flow shown from the October, 1935, list to the 
new April, 1936, list, as showing the relative flow of the old system compared to 
that of the present promotion system. Of course, varying rates of attrition make 
it difficult to make a completely accurate comparison of the flow of promotion, 
but a study of the figures shown are interesting. From October to April under the 
old system, exclusive of officers who were promoted and subsequently retired, there 
were 21 lieutenant colonels advanced to colonels, 36 majors advanced to lieutenant 
colonels and 77 captains advanced to majors. Under the present system, from last 
October to April, a comparable period, there were 35 lieutenant colonels promoted 
to colonels; 48 majors promoted to lieutenant colonels, and 70 captains promoted 
to majors. Thus, after the bulk of promotions under the new law had been made 
and the system operating normally, there were 148 promotions in the field grades 
as compared with 134 for a like period under the old system, with increases 
showing in promotions to both colonels and lieutenant colonels grade, but a 
decrease showing in promotion to the majors grade. However, what the new system 
accomplished may be realized by figuring that the senior lieutenant colonel on the 
April, 1935, list has advanced 215 files into the colonels grade on the April, 1936, 
list; the senior major in the 1935 list has jumped 602 files up into the lieutenant 
colonels grade and is only 340 files from being a colonel; while the senior captain 
on the 1935 list is now more than half way up the list of majors, being 1100 from 
the top and 1,515 from the bottom. The same is true of promotion in company 
grades where promotion is now made on length of service. The officer who was 
senior lieutenant on the April, 1935, list is now, on the April, 1936, list, 1,589 files 
up into the captains grade, almost half way, being only 1,833 from the top of the 
fist, while the officer who was the senior second lieutenant on the 1935 list has 
moved 828 files up into the first lieutenant’s grade and is 1,055 files from the top. 


Retirement Annuity for USNA Teachers.—The Comptroller General May 7 ruled 
that “The reasonable rental value of Government quarters furnished a civilian mem- 
ber of the Naval Academy teaching staff is for addition to the actual cash salary paid 
in determining the compensation deduction in the form of a monthly allotment to be 
registered under the act of January 16, 1936, 49 Stat. 1092, toward the purchase of an 
annuity to his salary, contingent on his registering such allotment, is to be computed 
on the combined amount.” 

Professor (, 8. Alden received a salary of $6,000 per year and the right to occupy 
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certain Government quarters, the rental value of which was $1,440 per year. Under 
the terms of the act of Jan. 16, 1936, the monthly allotment required to be registered 
by a member of the teaching staff of the Naval Academy toward the purchase of the 
annuity policy is “equivalent in amount to 10 per cent of his monthly basic salary” 
in which event, “the pay accounts of such member shall be credited from such appro- 
priations as may be made for this purpose with an additional sum equivalent to 5 
per centum of his monthly basie salary.” 

The Comptroller General stated that the term “monthly basic salary,” as useq in 
the statute contemplates the member’s regular or permanent salary in contrast 
with temporary additional compensation or allowances for special duty and that hig 
basic salary is $7,440. 


Consider MAC Change.—-The House Military Committee on Tuesday May 26 wil 
consider legislation which will remove the only remaining channel for enlisted mep 
of the Army to reach commissioned rank, other than by graduation from West Point 
or the Air Corps Training Center. 

It was stated at the Committee this week that a hearing will be held, May 2% 
on $S. 4390, which would repeal existing law requiring that appointments in the 
Medical Administrative Corps be confined to enlisted men and make future appoint. 
ments only from graduates of a recognized pharmacy school or college with four year 
courses, Under the bill, the Corps would ultimately be reduced to 16 officers, all of 
whom would be pharmacists. It has the endorsement of the War Department and 
has been passed by the Senate. 

Under the law, enlisted men may be appointed second lieutenants in the Army 
but in recent years no appointments have been made other than in the Medica} Ad. 
ministrative Corps and a few in the Air Corps. In the promotion list branches, all 
vacancies have been taken up by graduates of West Point and the Air Corps Training 
Center, leaving no appointments available for enlisted men who might qualify. Some 
enlisted men have been appointed second lieutenants in the Air Corps. If the bil] 
becomes law, in the absence of an increase in the officer strength, the only way en- 
listed men other than pilots will be able to reach commissioned rank is to secure an 
appointment to West Point, and most of the appointments from the ranks go to men 
who enlist for this purpose alone. The age limit for entrance to the Military Academy 
rules out most of the non-commissioned officers. 


Seek Service of Navy’s Mental Expert.—Lt. Bartholomew W. Hogan (MC), USN 
has been prominently mentioned as being sought by Governor Curiey of Massachu- 
setts with regard to taking over the position as state commissioner of mental dis- 
CUSES, 

Lieutenant Hogan, who is widely known as an expert in mental diseases, was 
awarded the Phi Lambda Kappa medal for highest scholastic aptitude by members 
of the Tufts Medical School feculty in 1925, and went directly into the havy medical 
corps und was assigned to the Naval Hospital in Clielsea. Two years later he was 
made medical officer aboard the USS Mississippi. After two years in Pacific waters 
he returned to Boston and was detailed to St. Elizabeth's Hospital in Washington, 
His next post was at the Philadelphia Naval Hospital, wnere he was placed in charge 
of the mentally unbalanced patients. Following his detail there he was ordered to 
Hawaii. While there he was made head psychiatrist at Queens Hospital in Honolulu 
und gave a course of instruction to the nurses and internes there, plus a series of 
lectures to the Junior League of Honolulu. He was next returned to Washington and 
placed in charge of psychiatry and neurology at the U. S. Naval Hospital. 


Would Restore Officers to Class A.—’The House Military Affairs Committee favor- 
ably reported bill 8. 3992 for the relief of Capt. Laurence V. Houston, USA-Ret., and 
recommended its passage, May 20. The bill authorizes the President to transfer 
Captain Houston from the retired to the active list in the position he would have 
occupied had he not been involuntarily transferred to the retired list Dec. 9, 1929, but 
provides no back pay shall accrue by reason of the transfer. He would be restored 
to the rank of major, under the measure. 

A final classification board placed Captain Houston in class B, Sept. 9, 1929, it 
was stated, indicating as the basis of such action the following: “Unsatisfactory in 
performance of duty, professional knowledge, tact, and judgment and common sense.” 

In a letter to Senator Sheppard, Chairman of the Senate Military Affairs Com- 
mittee, the War Department opposed the enactment of this legislation saying it “is 
consistently opposed to special legislation of this type, which would single out an 
individual of a class for preferential treatment not accorded others in the same cate- 
gory. Furthermore, it is considered inimical to sound policy to nullify by means of 
special legislation the action of legally constituted agencies of the War Department 
that have functioned in this case, and it is clearly not to the best interests of the 
service to restore to the active list an officer retired under the provisions of class B. 
The passage of this bill would naturally encourage the presentation of similar re 
quests for special consideration in the future, thereby creating an embarrassing 
precedent.” 

The Committee in its report said that “after a careful and detailed analysis of 
the history and facts of this case, the Military Affairs Committee is of the opinion 
that an injustice was done Captain Houston in retiring him in 1929 under the pro 
visions of section 24b of the act of June 4, 1920. He is an officer of 12 years’ ex 
perience with combat service in a responsible position overseas during the World War 
and who served deservingly in a number of responsible positions subsequent to the 
World War.” 

Brig. Gen. Ernest D. Scott, FA, USA, speaking of Captain Houston’s war service, 
said in a statement to the Committee : “For months he had carried more responsibility 
than would normally be entrusted to one of 10 times as much training and experience, 
in pence. And this was not peace but war. All things considered he did a good job 
of it.” 

Col. George G. Gatley, FA, USA, told the committee that during the period from 
Sept. 1, 1923 to June 1, 1924, during which time he commanded Tattery B, an inactive 
unit of the regiment in which all recruits were segregated for intensive preliminary 
instruction, “Captain Houston discharged this duty and all others that fell to his lot 
efficiently and satisfactorily. I regarded him as a capable and efficient officer, Te 
gretted his detachment to serve as post finance officer and would be glad to have him 
again in my regiment.” 


Seldiers’ Home Duty—The War Department this week requested Congress ft 
authorize the assignment of not to exceed five retired officers to active duty at the 
U. S. Soldiers’ Home, to he allowed active duty pay and allowances while so serving. 
Under the terms of the Department’s proposal, introduced as a bill in the Senate and 
House by the chairman of the military committees, Senator Sheppard and Represent 
tive McSwain, the difference between the active duty pay and allowances and retired 
pay of the officers would be paid from Soldiers’ Home funds. The Senate com 
mittee, at its meeting yesterday, voted to report the bill out favorably. The House 
Military Committee will consider the bill, HR 12750, at its next regular meeting, 
May 26. a 

Prior to the passage of the Economy Act, retired officers on duty at the Soldiers 
Home received $125 a month in addition to their retired pay. This was eliminat 
and since then the officers have served voluntarily with no additional pay. 
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Army To Test Straw Helmets 


Approximately 1700 composition and 
doth lined straw helmets will be dis- 
tributed to various branches of the 
Army for tropical and _ semi-tropical 
wear, according to information received 
from the Department of Experiment of 
the Infantry School, Ft. Benning, Ga. 
This large scale test is being conducted 
due to the favorable reports to the 
War Department by the Department of 
Experiment following a test of 15 simi- 
jar helmets at Fort Benning last sum- 
mer. 


Only 60 of the 1700 helmets will be 
tested at Benning this year; 50 of the 
cemposition type and 10 of the cloth 
lined straw type, which as yet have not 
received a test. Of the 1600 composition 
helmets, 100 will be sent each service 
bard except the Air Corps, with ap- 
proximately the same number going to 
the National Guard. The National 
Guard will also receive 50 of the 100 
eoth lined straw helmets, with the re- 
mainder being divided between the 
poards of the Infantry, Coast Artillery 
Corps, Cavalry, Field Artillery, and 
Corps of Engineers. With the exception 
of Benning, the major portion of the 
helmets will be distributed to troops in 
Panama, Hawaii and the Philippines. 

The helmets are well ventilated and 
are much lighter than the familiar felt 
campaign hats that have been worn by 
the troops in various styles for over 
half a century. If this summer’s tests 
prove successful the helmet will prob- 
ably be adopted for regulation wear for 
all troops except the air corps that are 
stationed in tropical and semi-tropical 
climates. 

Through the constant efforts of the 
Department of Experiment, which is a 
proving ground for clothing, equipment 
and materiel accepted by the Infantry 
Roard for test, the American Doughboy 
has become one of the best equipped and 
neatest appearing soldiers in the world. 
Approximately ninety articles of cloth- 
ing, equipment and materiel are tested 





by the department annually. 
of any test is not fully conclusive a 
more extended service test by troops is 
usually conducted. Based largely on the 
results of these tests the item is adopted 
as standard if found suitable and su- 
perior to present issue equipment. When 
an article is adopted by the War De- 
partment for regulation wear it is is- 
sued generally after the present supply 
of clothing or equipment has been ex- 
hausted.

Fleet at Panama 


Admiral Joseph M. Reeves, Commander- 
in-Chief of the U. 8S. Fleet told reporters 
in Panama when the Fleet docked there, 
that the navy would have enough ships 
when it reached treaty strength and not 
before. Continuing he said: 

“If the navy is allowed to continue its 
present building plans it should reach 
treaty strength by 1942. But then, Japan 
has reached almost treaty strength now. 

Speaking of the personne! of the fleet 
Admiral Reeves said, “as far as men are 
concerned we have the finest group we've 
ever had.” He also said he hoped during 
the maneuvers “to take every sailor in 
the fleet across the equator. You know, 
its a shame to send these boys back to 
their home ports without having them 
cross the equator when they've been this 
far south. It just means holding our 
maneuvers in waters alittle more 
southern, and it will mean immeasurably 
much to the men. Why, even my own 
chief of staff has never been across the 
equator! And what a time we'll all have 
initiating him into King Neptune's 
Court !” 

“We haven't enough naval reserves and 
officers,” he said. “During the World War 
the navy was forced to expand almost 
immediately from a mere 60,000 men to 
almost 500,000, And its more difficult to 
train men in an emergency for naval ser- 
vice than for the army. Of course, train 
a man to do just one job at a time, we 
don’t give him a general course in sea- 
manship and war tactics, It takes a long 
time to learn it all: I’ve been with this 
navy 46 years and I haven't learned it 
all yet.” 

Lack of funds is to blame for the short- 
age of naval reserves and officers, he said. 


“The greatest Canal in the World 
should have far better harbor facilities.” 
Admiral Reeves declared. “The Canal 





needs more dredging, more piers so that 
every vessel in the fleet could be moored 
in the inner harbor, where now there are 
only 82 of our 153 ships. The Navy 
would back Canal authorities all the way 
for such improvements.” 


The Fleet was scheduled to continue 
maneuvers in waters south of the Canal 
Friday and Saturday, May 15 and 16. The 
maneuvers were not to involve any prob- 
lem of Canal defense, the Admiral] said, 
but were to be in the nature of fleet 
tactics, with two target practices slated. 
Part of the time the fleet was to act as 
a whole and at other times aus two sep- 
arate units. 


All admirals of the combined scouting 
and battle forces visited the Administra- 
tion Building where they saw Governor 
Julian L. Schley. Maj. Gen. Lytle Brown, 
commander of the Panama Department, 
and other high ranking army and Pan- 
ama Canal officials were also present. 


Following the visit to the Governor and 


Mr. George L. Summerlin, American 
Minister to Panama, l’resident Harmodio 


Arias and other Panamanian officials 
were called on, 

Saturday May 16, 
sailed from Panama bay with the battle 
and scouting forces for four days of 
maneuvers off the coust of Central 
America, May 22 the fleet returned 
to Panama for four days of shore 
liberty for the crews and on May 26 the 
battle force destroyers, aircraft carriers, 
submarines and auxiliary will sail for 
San Diego and San Pedro. The fleet is 
scheduled to arrive there June 6, 

The cruiser USS Indianapolis and the 
scouting force destroyer Flotilla will be- 
gin transmitting the Panama Canal May 
26, bound for various Atlantic coast 
ports and a general overhauling. They 
are scheduled to return to California in 
September,

Minor war vessels and auxiliaries do not 
pave to be included in the annual program, 
pot lists of such vessels and their character- 
istics Will be exchanged and will be cor- 
rected once each year. 

The provisions for advance notification of 
construction programs are new. There were 
no provisions of this nature in either the 
Washington Naval Treaty or the London 
Naval Treaty of 1930. The exchange of in- 
formation required under the treaty con- 
cerning each individual ship is much more 
detailed than required under former trea- 
ties, and it must take place before instead 
of after a ship is laid down. 

PART IV 

Part IV of the treaty covers general and 
safeguarding clauses. 

The first of the general clauses prohibits 
the disposal of any surface vessel of war 
or a submarine belonging to any high con- 
trating party so that it may become a 
yese!? of war or a submarine in another 
navy. This does not prohibit a_ private 
shipbuilding plant from building for a for- 
eign government, but applies only to Gov- 
erpment-owned vessels of war or sub- 
marines. It does not apply to auxiliaries. 

The other general clause permits the im- 
mediate replacement of a vessel in case of 
her accidental loss or destruction without 
waiting for such replacement to be included 
in the annual program of construction or 
for the 4-month interval after the communi- 
cation of detailed characteristics. 

Three safeguarding clauses are 
in addition to the previously 
eiser holiday safeguarding 
tained in Part II of the treaty 

This number of safeguarding clauses was 
found necessary to provide for the varying 
degree of release from the treaty necessary 
under varying circumstances. For example, 
a release which is broad enough to cover 
war is too broad to cover a failure by a 
nonsignatory power to the cruiser 
holiday. 

In case a high contracting party 
engaged in war, it may, upon notifying the 
other parties, suspend any or ail the obli- 
gations of the treaty. The obligations which 
the high contracting party considers neces- 
sary to suspend will be stated in the notice

All the safeguarding clauses except the 


limited safeguard provided in respect to the 
cruiser holiday require consultation, al- 
though in event of war the high contract- 
ing party is not required to consult before 
invoking the safeguarding clause the other 
high contracting parties must consult as 
to the action they may take. None of the 
consultations required in any of the safe- 
guarding clauses are of necessity confer- 
ences, the consultation may be through ex- 
change of notes or through conversations. 

As will be noted the safeguard clauses fit 
varying circumstances and their nature 
varies accordingly, in case of war all obii- 
gations of the treaty may be suspended, in 
case of a violation of the cruiser holiday or 
an abnormal and unforeseen amount of con- 
struction of smaller cruisers by any power 
the safeguard is limited to a resumption of 
the building of heavy cruisers, 


PART V 
Part V contains the final clauses such as 
those relating to the duration of the treaty, 


to the method of ratification, ete. 
The treaty will come into force Jan. 1, 
1937, provided that it has been ratified by 


all the signatory parties by that date, other- 
wise on the date by which it is ratified 
by these powers. It will be open to acces- 
sion by Japan and Italy, the other signa- 
tories to the Washington treaty. 

The treaty will remain in force 
Dec. 31, 1942, 

Provision is made for consultation through 
diplomatic channels in 1940 with a view to 
holding a conference in 1941 to negotiate a 
new treaty for naval limitation to replace 
the existing treaty. The conference shall 
take place unless as a result of the prelimi- 
nary consultation, the holding of a confer 
ence at that time is found to be undesirable 
or impracticable. 

It is also provided

that there shall be 
consultation at the same time in order to 
determine whether in the light of the cir- 
cumstances then prevailing and the experi 


ence gained in the interval in the design 
and construction of capital ships, it may 
be possible to agree on a reduction in the 


standard displacement and in the gun cali 
ber of capital ships to be constructed in the 
future. 

Necessary arrangements for inaugurating 
the first annual program of construction 
and exchange of information are provided 
in this part of the treaty. 


Demand Investigations 

The House Military Affairs commit 
tee, which has been devoting a good bit 
of its time to investigating the War De- 
partment under special authority and 
special appropriations granted to it, this 
week made public a report demanding 
an investigation of allegations of mis- 
conduct against two officers. 

Contrary to its previous practice, the 
committee merely made veiled allega 
tions of misconduct without saying any- 
thing specific about it or carrying for- 
ward the investigation itself. One of 
the officers has been the subject of at- 
tacks by Representative Blanton before 
and it is understood that the War De- 
partment investigated the facts at that 
time and decided no action was justi- 
fied. The other officer incurred the dis- 
pleasure of the Military Affairs Commit- 
tee by his positive testimony at its hear- 


ings. 
Observers consider it strange and 
most unfair that the committee should 


publish the report and demanding that 
they be investigated and at the same 
time saying the committee is “scrupulous 
to avoid the possible harm resulting 
from printing and publication” of the 
reports on which the allegations were 
based. Had the committee really wanted 
to be “serupulous to avoid the possible 
harm,” observers declare, why did it not 
withhold the report until the charges 
had been completely investigated? 

The Inspector General’s investigation, 
it is understood, already has _ been 
started. 

The report of the committee follows: 

“The Committee on Military Affairs, 
having been authorized by House Reso- 
lution 59 to investigate War Department 
transactions looking toward the ascer- 
tainment of facts as a basis for legisla- 
tion regulating War Department trans- 





actions in the future, beg leave to report 
that they have pursued with diligence 
the partial investigation made by the 
subcommittee of the Appropriations 
Committee on the War Department ap- 
propriations bills by the questions asked 
by the Honorable Thomas L. Blanton, a 
member of the said subcommittee, with 
reference to the conduct of Lt. Col. Ed- 
ward L. Hoffman, of the United States 
Army. After a most thorough investi- 
gation into the facts, an elaborate and 
detailed report on same was prepared 
and was submitted to the Secretary of 
War by a letter, of which a copy is 
herewith submitted, transmitting said 
report and suggesting that the facts 
therein stated be further investigated 
by the Inspector General of the Army 
as a basis for such action and proceed- 
ings as might be proper under the cir- 
cumstances of the case. In this connec- 
tion we commend the zeal, diligence, and 
skill of the said Hon. Thomas L. Blan- 
ton in the investigation of facts and es- 
pecially with reference to the miscon- 
duct of any officer of the Government 
which might reflect discredit upon the 
Department concerned and which might, 
if not corrected promptly, lead to more 
discreditable and dishonorable conduct 
on the part of the same officer and on 
the part of other officers by reason of a 
general letting down of the standards 
of conduct. 

“Also your committee respectfully re- 
port that they have investigated certain 
allegations of misconduct on the part of 
Lt. Col. William R. Gruber, and have 
filed an elaborate and detailed report 
concerning same with the Secretary of 
War, as will appear by the attached 
letter of transmittal, with the suggestion 
and recommendation ‘that the facts in 
the case of Colonel Gruber be also in- 
vestigated by the Inspector General of 
the Army, with a view to such action 
on the case as the facts and circum- 
stances may justify.”

Kditor, ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

When sincere people declare that they 
will oppose every war of any kind that 
their country is engaged in, we may 
wonder if such a proposal is a responsi- 
ble, deliberate act or an emotional out- 
burst not really meant. If the latter, it 
is unworthy of thoughtful people. If the 
former, you are announcing that if your 
country is wantonly attacked in any 
kind of civil insurrection, or foreign as- 
sault, you are serving notice that you 
will do your utmost to assist the nation’s 
ruin. Does anyone really mean that? If 
so let him be prepared to suffer the 
contempt of every man to whom 
America is worth defending. 

If our country is wantonly attacked, 
your non-resistance is no longer non- 
resistance, but becomes active cooper 
ation with the enemy in your country’s 
destruction. Anyone of that mind has 
no country. Such a person is announcing 
that it is all one to him whether 
America remains America, or ceases to 
exist. What can be his inner thoughts 
on Memorial Day when a grateful na 
tion honors the men and women who 
made the supreme sacrifice for the pres- 
ervation of America’s freedom and na- 
tional unity? N. P. Which is more crim 
inal,—a war waged in the interest of 
justice and freedom, or passive non-re 
sistance to the aggressive enemies of 
justice and freedom’?

Coast Guard Bill 

A bill to give to the commandant of 
the United States Coast Guard, upon re- 
tirement, the pay of a rear admiral (up- 
per half) of the Navy on the retired list 
was introduced in the Senate May 19, by 
Senator Copeland, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Commerce, and was reported 
the following day without amendment. 
Representative Bland of Virginia, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries, introduced the 
identical bill in the House May 18. How- 
ever, no action has yet been taken on the 
bill by the House. The bill is sponsored 
by the Treasury Department. 

A statute providing that the active 
rank, pay and allowance of the com- 
mandant should be equal to that of a 
chief of bureau in the Navy, i. e., that of 
a rear admiral (upper half), was enacted, 
April 30, 1980. However, no provision was 
made for basing his retired pay upon the 
increased pay, and as a result of this 
omission, the commandant, while serving, 
has the rank, pay, and allowance of a 
rear admiral (upper half) and upon re- 
tirement, has the retired pay of a rear 
admiral (lower half). 





Financial Digest 

The daily average volume of Feder, 
Reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ended May 13 as reported py 
the Federal Reserve banks was $2,475.
